Halle, Germauy. — The security po- 
lice organization of middle Germany, 
wliich has been the scene of wide- 
spread Bolshevilc agitation ami fie- 
queut clashes between coniinniiists 
and government forces, has developed 
a system of espionage which enables 
it to record the daily activities of vir- 
tuuiiy evtry citizen and to trace 
minutely the movements of strangers. 

Tlie latter, however, without excep- 
tion, are treated as suspicious char- 
acters until the authorities are con- 
vinced their business Is legitimate and 
tiieir intentions honorat)le. Even with 
the most genuine offid!al docninents, 
the police are not easily pfi-.iunled 
thut a stranger, and pariiuuhtrly a 
foreigner, is not pondering deep plots 
and dark deeds against the govern- 
ment. 

In the latest rioting here and in 
other central German cities, when 
nearly 4,uo0 communists were arrest- 
ed, innocent circumstances often as- 
suiaed a sinister aspect In the minds 
of the police. 

Correspondent Twice Arrested. 
The Associated Press correspoiulfent, 
who had been many times exaniiiied 
by minor officials aiid fre(HK'ntiy 
.searched, was twice f<>rnially a nested 
and subjected to cross-examination 
by the superintend£ait'<tf the district 
police forces. 

"AVe know all about yon," said this 
man wlnu i;ic correspoiidcnt was 
taken before him, and from a card he 
read the record of the American's 
movements f.ir the three days he had 
been In the district. He kne^' tlie 
contents of telegrams which had iKicn 
sent In English, had record of conver- 
sations held with German oflielnls, 
commimists-, hotel waiter?, porters, po- 
licemen yn the streets and ciiauU'i ur.'s. 

He was, however, in doubt about 
the correspondent's opinions regard- 
ing communism and wanted to know 
about a ci-rtaiu Iiilorview with lead- 
ers of communists wlio were lighting 
near Eislehen. 

"You made a speech to them and 
appeared to have been favorably re- 
ceived," lie said. "Wl^it was your 
pm-pose and what did you say?" 
Communists in Majority. 
Assured there Iiad btcu n<. speoch- 
makiiifr, t)ie supiTlutemleiit suiniinmed 
the chaul'feur, who had been einiiloyed 
by the correspondent in an effort to 
reach the communists. The ofiiclal 
finally was convinced the visit was 
only tor the purpose of securing infor- 
mation and that no induence, except 
an American passport as identifica- 
tion, was employed over the rebels. 

He then dismissed the correspond- 
ent, who, howevt'r, next day was again 
arrested as he entered the local poJice 
headquarters. There followed anoth- 
er examination which ended only 
when the Americaii threatened to re- 
port the treatment he had received to 
the proper government official in Ber- 
lin.
